. ^ As  in  OTevious  years,  the  matter  has  been  embodied  in  a 

curtailed  document  in  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health.  The  oulk  of  the  work  was  carried  out  under  the  able  supervision 
of  my  predecessor,  Dr.  Hughes,  who  resigned  at  the  end  of  August. 

1.  appreciated  that,  with  a fluctuating  population, 

such  as  the  Borough  has  experienced  since  the  war  started,  it  is  not 
feasible  to  compute  with  any  degree  of  accuracy  the  various  statistical 
indices  tbat^  according  to  long  established  custom,  usually  embellish  a 
report  of  this  nature. 

It  is  most  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that,  in  spite  of 
three  years  of  war,  the  health  of  the  Borough  has  been  maintained  at  a 
pre-war  level.  Except  for  a slight  outbreak  of  measles  there  has  been  no 
serious  outbreak  of  zymotic  disease  amongst  the  community,  although  a 
large  proportion  of  it  sleep  in  the  shelters.  At  the  commencement  of 

the  war  there  was  much  apprehension  as  to  the  possibility  of  shelter  life 
concomitant  herding  and  lack  of  proper  ventilation,  both  of 
which  favour  droplet  infection  - causing  a serious  outbreak  of  infectious 
disease.  At  the  end  of  the  third  year  of  war  it  would  seem  that  our 
groundless,  and  let  us  hope  that  at  the  end  of  the  war  they 
will  still  be  found  to  be  erroneous. 

rn  T j ^ consider  that  this  satisfactory  state  of  health  amongst  the 
iroglodyte  section  of  the  populace,  reflecxs  much  credit  on  the  Sanitary 
section  of  the  department,  on  which  falls  the  important  onus  of  super- 
vising  all  matters  appertaining  to  the  hygiene  of  the  shelters,  and  the 
rectification  of  any  condition  that  might  militate  against  the  health 
of  the  occupants. 

-1^4-  f previous  years,  enemy  action  has  of  necessity  entailed  a 

lot  of  additional  work  for  the  department,  the  brunt  of  it  devolving  to 
the  sanitary  section.

worrying  problems;  obtaining  much  needed  advice  on  matters 
hS^own^h^' 1th  children,  or,  if  an  expectant  mother,  on 
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Owing  to  the  migration  of  numeroij  ia.ujij.ei:  co  the  River 
district;  requests  v/ere  received  from  parents  for  the  opening  of  a clinic 
in  that  locality.  Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Fmergency  Committee  a 
clinic  ms  started  at  the  River  First  aid  Post  in  June,  under  the 
supervision  of  l/Irs.  Walker.  It  has  proved  a great  success,  and  the 
mothers  are  most  grateful  to  the  Committee  for  providing  such  facilities. 

The  Government  scheme  for  the  evacuation  of  expectant  mothers 
still  functions  satisfactorily,  and  is  taken  advantage  or  by  the  majority 
of  women  who  desire  to  have  their  confinement  in  a safe  area,  and  under 
hygienic  conditions  that  could  not  be  easily  obtained  at  home*  In 
connection  with  this  scheme,  it  is  often  necessary  to  arrange  for  those 
cases  where  there  is  nobody  to  look  after  the  children  during  the 
mother's  absence,  to  get  them  billeted  in  specified  homes  which  the 
County  Council  run  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry.  Owing  to  the  large  dfimand 
it  is  not  always  possible  to  get  the  children  placed,  and  it  would  be  a 
great  help  if  it  were  possible  to  have  similar  suitable  accommodation  in 
the  Borough  for  these  temporary  orphans.  This  branch  of  the  work  entails 
a good  deal  of  clerical  work  in  a department  already  depleted  of  staff. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under 
one  year  of  age  equals  16  as  compared  with  4 the  previous  year.  Of 
these  deaths  5 were  due  to  prematurity.  This  condition  is  brought  about 
by  several  factors,  either  acting  singly  or  combined,  e.g.  frequent 
pregnancies,  overwork,  mental  strain,  insufficient  nourishment,  toxaemia, 
syphillis  and  tuberculosis.  There  is  no  doubt  that  life  under  war 
conditions  in  a town  such  as  Dover  must  have  some  deleterious  effect  on 
the  ante-natal  period  of  most  women,  especially  the  neurotic  type. 

The  premature  child  is  one  that  has  succeeded  in  reaching  the  stage  of  a 
separate  existence  from  the  mother.  With  good  luck  and  care,  it  has 
escaped  the  stage  of  being  a stillbirth,  but  for  its  survival  it  needs 
constant  care  and  skilled  supervision.  This  to  my  mind  can  only  be 
properly  attained  in  hospital.  The  premature  infant  is  a problem  that 
will  have  to  be  seriously  considered  if  we  are  to  delete  it  from  the 
causes  of  infantile  mortality.  Ante-natal  supervision  is  all  important 
for  those  cases  of  women  who  have  previously  railed  to  reach  full  term. 

During  the  year  efforts  were  made  to  increase  the  number  of 
children  immunised  against  Diphtheria.  I regret  to  state  that  the  result 
was  disappointing;  only  42. 7^  of  the  child  population  having  been  treated. 
Whether  or  not  this  result  is  due  to  apathy  on  the  part  of  parents,  or 
to  complacency,  the' result  of  no  serious  outbreak  or  Diphtheria  having 
occurred  in  the  Borough  during  the  past  13  years,  is  debatable.  The 
absence  of  this  enemy  of  child  life  must  not  be  allowed  to  lull  us  into 
a sense  of  false  security = For  the  youthful  section  of  the  community 

to  be  protected  from  oai  outbreak  of  this  preventable  infection,  it  is 
essential  that  ?0f6  should  be  immune. 

The  number  of  oases  of  that  ubiquitous  scourge  of  humanity 
Scabies  - showed  a slight  decrease.  In  this  connection,  I should  like 
to  pay  tribute  to  the  valuable  help  given  by  the  First  Aid  Post  personnel 
at  the  Cleansing  Station,  through  whose  indefatigible  efforts  the 
incidence  of  this  infestation  has  been  kept  down. 

In  ccnc_03:oLc  Laaies  and  GentJemen,  I should  like,  on  behalf 
of  the  Department,  tp  express  our  gratitude  for  the  courteous  and  helpful 
manner  in  which  you  nave  dealt  with  the  various  problems  that  have  been 
presented  to  you  dui-ing  f.he  course  of  the  year. 

Needless  to  say,  both  my  predecessor  and  myself,  are  fully 
conscious  of  the  debt  we  owe  to  the  members  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
through  whose  loyal  co-operation  and  painstaking  work,  it  has  been  made 
possible  to  compile  such’ a satisfactory  report  on  the  health  of  this  old 
Cinque  Port  town.
